Council Goes All over the Map 
During Brief Regular Meeting 


With just two presentations, 
two brief budget public hear- 
ings and few business items on 
the agenda, a full city council 
breezed through its regular meet- 
ing on May 27 by 9:15 p.m. 

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin introduced the new 
city clerk, expressing pleasure 
that Cindy Murray, a 33-year 
city employee is taking over af- 
ter Kathleen Gallagher left last 
month to take a job at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland. Murray 
began with the city as a police 
dispatcher and held many admin- 
istrative positions in the Public 
Works Department, most recently 
as the city’s Recycling Coordina- 
tor. 

Representatives of Unit 136, 
American Legion Auxiliary made 
their annual presentation intro- 
ducing the sale of poppies in 
commemoration of Memorial 
Day 2008. Mayor Judith Davis 
expressed the city’s appreciation 
for the Greenbelt American Le- 
gion Post, its auxiliary units and 
the Disabled American Veterans

sponsoring the traditional Memo- 
rial Day ceremonies at Roosevelt 
Center and at the Post each year. 
FY09 Budget Hearings 

Although council had pretty 
much completed deliberations 
on the city manager’s proposed 
budget, a second public hear- 
ing on the proposed budget was 
scheduled as part of the meeting 
as well as a state-required public 
hearing on the constant yield tax 
rate. Davis recessed the regular 
meeting to conduct the hearings, 
during which no public comments 
or questions were offered. She 
announced that a majority of 
council had agreed to not raise 
the city’s property tax rate this 
year and that only a few adjust- 
ments to the manager’s proposed 
Fiscal Year 2009 budget would be 
made by council. (See News Re- 
view May 29 article.) She also 
noted that city property owners 
will see a slight reduction (.008 
cents) in their county property 
tax rate for FY09. 

To comply with state require- 
ments Davis announced that the 


city’s property tax rate will be set 

when the FY09 budget is adopted 

at a council meeting June 2. 
Other Business 

Introduced for first reading 
was an ordinance to amend city 
code to reduce the Park and Rec- 
reation Advisory Board from 12 
members to 11. 

The first item invoking sub- 
stantive discussion was on pro- 
posed patio screening in front of 
the New Deal Café (NDC). NDC 
President Peter May and Bill 
Wilkerson were present for their 
proposal to screen off an area 
under the front canopy, where 
beer and wine may be served. 
City staff recommended council 
approval subject to two condi- 
tions: 1) the NDC agrees to a site 
visit with the city Planning and 
Community Development staff 
at time of installation and 2) that 
NDC staff be responsible for re- 
pair and replacement of damaged 
fencing and to keep the patio 
area clean. NDC has selected

City, Other BARC Neighbors 
Work to Preserve Facility

Recent reductions in the bud- 
gets for the Henry A. Wallace 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center (BARC) and nearby facili- 
ties have prompted strong opposi- 
tion by Maryland’s U.S. Senators 
Barbara Mikulski and Benjamin 
Cardin and Congressman Steny 
Hoyer, who represents Greenbelt. 

Due to deep cuts over the 
years in the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture’s (USDA) 
budgets affecting BARC’s Agri- 
cultural Research Service (ARS), 
the Center’s mission as a world- 
class research center is in jeop- 
ardy. Similarly, nearby National 
Agricultural Library’s (NAL) 
reputation as one of the world’s 
largest and most comprehensive 
agricultural research libraries is 
at risk. 

In other BARC developments 
this spring, on May 22 the U.S. 
Senate overrode President Bush’s 
veto of a comprehensive farm 
bill that includes language for a 
five-year pilot project permitting 
enhanced-use leasing author- 
ity at BARC and NAL, praised 
by BARC supporters who have 
backed the leasing of vacant 
space at BARC/ARS and the 
library to companies doing busi- 
ness that is compatible with 
BARC’s mission. 

Benefits of BARC 

Former BARC Director Phyl- 
lis Johnson (who retired in early 
2008) has described the facility 
as “the world’s largest and most 
diverse agricultural research cen- 
ter and the only working farm 
inside the Beltway.” She noted 
in her January 10, 2006, letter 
to Greenbelt Mayor Judith Davis 
that BARC “provides air quality 
benefits, supports biodiversity and 
open space .. . in the midst of a 
densely developed area.” 

According to Director Johnson 
(May 5, 2008, Corridor, Inc. — 
Prince George’s, Inc. Magazine), 
“the research center employs 
1,100 federal employees and ap- 
proximately 270 scientists — a 30 
percent decrease from 1989.” 

In USDA budget years 2006, 
2007 and 2008, funding has 
eroded for BARC’s research pro- 
grams, scientists and the reha- 
bilitation of buildings and labo- 
ratories. USDA fiscal years run 
from October to September 30, 





Battle for BARC 
Has Long History 


The many attempts over 
the years to chip away land at 
the Henry A. Wallace Belts- 
ville Agricultural Research 
Center (BARC) have consis- 
tently drawn fire from suc- 
cessive Greenbelt City Coun- 
cils, county, state and federal 
elected officials and citizens 
groups. Originally 14,000 
acres in 1910, the BARC 
complex now comprises 6,500 
acres. 

In 1935 federal agents 
bought 12,189 acres including 
not only what is now Green- 
belt but what later became the 
Goddard Space Flight Cen- 
ter and the Patuxent Wildlife 
Refuge. Prior to moving to 
Beltsville, the Agricultural 
Research Center was located 


in Virginia on land later desig- 
nated for the Pentagon. 
Threats to BARC over the 
years have included a steady 
leasing of land to federal 
agencies not compatible with 


BARC’s mission. City of- 
ficials, however, have always 
considered BARC land part of 
the city’s greenbelt and were 
concerned about the effect of 
development upon wetlands 
in the Indian Creek watershed 
and its impact on city traffic. 

Responding to this concern, 
in 1987 Congressman Hoyer 
was successful in preventing 
the sale at auction of 14 acres 
of BARC land on Baltimore 
Avenue. Subsequently Hoyer 
introduced legislation, which 
Congress passed, prohibiting

and are submitted to the president 
in early spring. 
Congressional Advocacy 

Mikulski, Cardin and Hoyer 
expressed their dismay in a Janu- 
ary 9, 2008, letter to USDA’s 
Acting Secretary Conner. They 
decried the reduction in the num- 
ber of BARC research scientists 
and programs and the failure to 
adequately fund renovations of

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Traffic Woes 

This letter is a combined con- 
sensus from a group of Green- 
belters who live on Northway, 
Greenway Place and especially 
Greendale Place about an acci- 
dent that occurred on April 25. 
A young man we know and love 
was struck by a vehicle in the 
crosswalk at St. Hugh’s School. 

God willing, he is now home 
recuperating from his injuries and 
was not added to the list of four 
deaths on this road. Something 
has to be done to control the 
traffic on this road and others in 
Greenbelt. The flashing lights at 
the crosswalk and the flashing 
lighted sign (stop for pedestrians) 
is mostly ignored by motorists. 

If you are in the crosswalk, the 
cars buzz you as they pass. If they 
do stop for you, the car behind 
will pass on the shoulder of the 
road. On Crescent Road we have 
been passed by cars on the left side 
and the bike lane while we are do- 
ing the speed limit or turning into 
our developments. We have been 
passed by Metro buses. 

Metro buses and school buses 
zoom up and down Crescent 
Road and they do not observe the 
school zone. 

On this road there were two 
accidents in one day. The second 
accident ended up in the swale 
along Stream Valley. In another ac- 
cident a car ended up in the swale 
avoiding a crossing guard crossing 
school children. Hardly anyone ob- 
serves the speed limit in the school 
zone and when you do, they honk 
and pass you. A double or single 
solid line means no passing. There 
should be signs posting this. 

In Montgomery County they 
have signs posted in their school 
zones that state the times the 
school zones are to be observed. 
Their zones are from 7:30 a.m. 
to 4:30 p.m., with double fines 
and points. They also have speed 
cameras which have grossed $7.5 
million in one year. This is an 
option Greenbelt should inves- 
tigate for Crescent Road, Ridge 
Road, Greenbelt Road and Cher- 
rywood Lane. 

At night the cars zoom up and 
down Crescent Road. This road 
and others should be policed with 
radar. 

The residents on Greendale 
Place are tired of people dying 
or being injured just outside their 
backyards. What is it going to 
take to make our roads safe? 
Four more deaths to get the city 
to do something?

Notice of Charter Amendment Resolution No. 2008-1 


At its regular meeting of May 12, 2008, the City Council adopted a 
resolution to amend the City Charter. As required by state law, this 
resolution will be posted in its entirety for 40 days, until June 21, at the 
Municipal Building, as well as on the City’s Web site at www. greenbelt- 
md.gov. A copy may also be requested of the City Clerk. The charter 
amendment will be effective on July 1, 2008, unless a proper petition to 
submit the amendment to the voters on a referendum 1s filed as permit- 
ted by law. This notice is given to provide a fair summary of the resolu- 
tion, as also required by state law. 


A Resolution . . . to Amend the Charter of the City of Greenbelt . . . by 
Amending Paragraph (d), “Powers,” of Section 12, Titled “Employee 
Relations Board” to Provide that the Employee Relations Board be 
Empowered to Hear Grievances Arising out of Collective Bargaining 
Agreements: Subsequent to a referendum question on the ballot of the 
2005 City election, the City Council amended the City Code to include 
a Labor Code for the purpose of recognizing the right of certain police 
officers to organize and bargain collectively. The Labor Code requires 
that all collective bargaining agreements (CBAs) must include a griev- 
ance procedure containing a provision for binding decision by the City’s 
Employee Relations Board (ERB). Since the existing powers of the 
ERB in grievance procedures were limited to making recommendations 
to the City Council, it was necessary to amend the charter to enable 
the ERB to address grievances arising out of CBAs as required by the 
Labor Code.

They have asked USDA 
to take action to address their 
concerns regarding the operation 
budgets at BARC and NAL. 

With respect to NAL, Mukul- 
ski, Cardin and Hoyer were es- 
pecially concerned about leaking 
windows and other deficiencies 
that compromise the library’s ir- 
replaceable collections. “This is 
not how the world’s most com- 
prehensive agricultural research 
facility and one of the largest 
agricultural libraries should be 
forced to operate,” the letter stat- 
ed. 

The three legislators are ex- 
pected to continue their quest to 
ensure that BARC and the NAL 
will be able to continue to under- 
take their critical missions as two 
of the “world’s foremost agricul- 
tural research institutions.” 

Pilot Project 

Sharing their goals is John 
Peter Thompson, president of the 
non-profit consortium, National 
Agricultural Research Alliance- 
Beltsville (Alliance). Thompson 
is chairman of Behnke’s Nurser- 
ies Company in Beltsville. 

The Senate override of Presi- 
dent Bush’s veto of the farm bill 
could mean a go-ahead for a 
five-year pilot project permitting 
enhanced-use leasing authority 
at BARC and NAL. Thomp- 
son, a passionate supporter of 
BARC’s mission, helped craft a 


program to permit the leasing of 
vacant space at BARC/ARS and 
the library to private companies 
engaged in business compatible 
with the Center’s mission. 

Partnering with Thompson in 
promoting the enhanced-use leas- 
ing authority was Renee Winsky, 
president and executive director 
of Maryland Technology Devel- 
opment Corporation. 

Thompson told the News Re- 
view that Winsky will carry out 
the marketing portion of pilot 
projects while he, as a volunteer, 
concentrates on the battle to pro- 
tect BARC through the Alliance. 
Winsky served as the Alliance 
secretary. 

In her May 28 letter, Winsky 
thanked Mikulski, Cardin and 
Hoyer for their support of the en- 
hanced-use leasing authority. She 
envisions, for example, develop- 
ing an incubator “as the bedrock 
program for Maryland start-up 
companies seeking to take advan- 
tage of BARC research, expertise 
and facilities.” 

As a business incubator, she 
noted the facility will promote 
new Maryland businesses “which 
in turn will spin off as suffi- 
cient companies in the greater 
Maryland economy.” (Winsky, 
a graduate of Eleanor Roos- 
evelt High School, was former 
Public Relations/Communica- 
tions Director for the City of 
Greenbelt. Her parents reside in 
Greenbelt.) 

Thompson has been a major 
force in creating the Alliance. 
He said the organization will 
continue to advocate for BARC 
and its agricultural and horticul-

the sale of BARC land without 
the consent of Congress. 

Other acreage, however, has 
been transferred from the re- 
search center for non-agricul- 
tural uses — the construction of 
a maintenance and service yard 
for Metro, a Southern Mary- 
land U.S. District Courthouse 
and a four-building headquar- 
ters facility for the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

City council was most con- 
cerned about USDA’s head- 
quarters’ building on Sunnyside 
Avenue. With 1,500 new em- 
ployees located there, coun- 
cil believed that the complex 
would encroach upon the city’s 
greenbelt and increase traffic 
on local roads. However, oth- 
ers in the community thought 
the USDA complex would help 
preserve BARC land for com- 
patible uses. 


tural activities before legislative, 
executive, administrative and 
judicial bodies. He noted that 
over the years skyrocketing util- 
ity and maintenance costs have 
created the current challenge of 
restoring funds for programs and 
personnel, and in particular for 
scientists.

design panels about 36 inches 
high that can be removed for 
storage in winter. On a motion 
made by Councilmember Edward 
Putens and seconded by Council- 
member Leta Mach, the proposal 
was approved unanimously. May 
anticipated that the Café would 
re-open soon. 

Council also approved unani- 
mously a Proposed Mutual Aid 
Agreement among 11 Prince 
George’s County municipalities 
for emergency or disaster aid 
to public works agencies. The 
agreement formalizes a relation- 
ship that has existed for several 
years and 1s partially in response 
to Federal Emergency Manage- 
ment Administration requirements. 
In response to council questions, 
staff said an “emergency” situa- 
tion is when a municipality has 
exhausted all its public works 
resources and still needs help. 

The agenda was amended to 
remove two items and to add 
two items suggested by Mach. 
City staff removed a proposed 
resolution on purchase of a new 
surveillance camera system for 
the Aquatic & Fitness Center; 
Councilmember Konrad Herling 
requested an item relating to Rec- 
ognition Group status also be re- 
moved. Mach’s items concerned 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
(ERHS) staffing and requested 
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that a question relating to emer- 
gency preparedness be referred 
to the Public Safety Advisory 
Committee. 

Mach said that ERHS is facing 
a proposed reduction in teaching 
staff of 13.5 positions for the 
2008-2009 school year, based on 
a projected student population of 
about 2,600, down from 2,800. 
That projection was questioned 
by council, which agreed unani- 
mously to Mach’s motion that 
a letter go to the School Board 
objecting to the arbitrary reduc- 
tion and challenging the projected 
student population. 

On the last agenda item Mach 
suggested and council agreed that 
a referral be made to the city’s 
Public Safety Advisory Com- 
mittee asking whether Greenbelt 
should conduct its own emergen- 
cy preparedness day, rather than 
take part in a proposed multi-ju- 
risdictional drill . 

Under meetings it was an- 
nounced that the city would par- 
ticipate in a worksession on June 
11 with representatives from the 
Washington Metropolitan Area 
Transit Authority and Greenbelt 
Station developers to discuss is- 
sues associated with the proposed 
North Core development, and on 
July 21 with the State Highway 
Administration to discuss the 
Route 1/Route 201 Alternative 
planning process/update.

graduating seniors from Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School each re- 
ceived a $1,000 scholarship to 
help them with college expenses.
